Examiner's Amendment 



1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions 
be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312. 

IN THE CLAIMS : Canceled claims 17-25 and 42-56, which were non-elected (without 
traverse) dated September 2, 2005. 



2. Claims 1-16 and 26-41 are allowed. Following is the reason for allowance: 

The closest art, US 5,702,972 to Tsai et al, discloses second regions 24 having second 
surface regions (i.e., the regions underneath the spacers 20, 22 in Fig. 3) that sandwich a first 
surface region (i.e., the channel region) and are not covered with silicide layers 30 [Fig. 6 and col. 
3]. Tsai et al teaches, "the resistance of C54-TiSi2 is lower than that of the C49 phase" [col. 6, In. 50]. 
Tsai et al is silent about silicide layers make up a low resistance region having a relatively low 
resistance value, second surface regions makes up an intermediate resistance region having an 
intermediate resistance value, and a first surface region makes up a high resistance region having a 
relatively high resistance value.
